HIM47 requests the New Mexico Corrections Department to develop strategies to expand and
improve corrections industries, and for the Department to examine strategies and programs used
by the Texas Department of Corrections for corrections industries. The New Mexico Corrections
Department is to report it findings to an appropriate interim legislative committee no later than
October 31, 2003.
